FEED  AND  FOOD  GRAINS  STOCKS  MAINTAIN  RECORD  LEVEL 

Stocks  of  wheat,  corn,  barley,  sorghum  grain,  and  soybeans  in  all  positions 
on  January  1 continued  at  record  levels.  Wheat  stocks  at  1.8  billion  bushels, 
sorghum  grain  at  721  million,  and  soybeans  at  469  million  bushels  exceeded  the 
previous  records  by  l6,  39,  and  23  percent,  respectively.  Corn  stocks  of  3.  9 bil- 
lion bushels  were  nearly  9 percent  above  the  record  level  of  a year  ago  with  barley 
stocks  8 percent  larger.  Oat  stocks  at  1 billion  bushels  approached  the  record 
level  of  1946  and  were  13  percent  above  a year  earlier.  Rye  and  flaxseed  stocks 
each  were  sharply  above  the  previous  year.  Stocks  of  feed  grains --corn,  oats, 
barley,  and  sorghum  grain- -totaled  156  million  tons,  more  than  a tenth  above  the 
previous  record  of  139  million  tons  in  storage  January  1,  1958. 

Stocks  of  1,  8l6  million  bushels  of  wheat  stored  in  all  positions  on  January  1 
were  the  largest  of  record  for  that  date,  almost  a third  larger  than  the  previous 
year  and  59  percent  above  average.  The  stocks  total  was  almost  one-fourth  larg- 
er than  the  1958  production,  reflecting  a continued  large  carry-over  of  old  wheat 
on  July  1.  Current  stocks  were  less  than  October  1,  1958  stocks  by  325  million 


bushels. 


Off-farm  wheat  stocks  of  1,  359  million  bushels  were  25  percent  above  the 
holdings  a year  earlier  as  stocks  increased  in  all  storage  positions.  More  than 
three-fifths  of  the  total  stocks  were  either  owned  by  the  Government  or  were  under 
Government  loan.  Farm  stocks  at  457  million  bushels  were  more  than  one-half 
larger  than  last  year  and  the  largest  of  record. 

Rye  stocks  of  24.  3 million  bushels  stored  in  all  positions  on  January  1 were 
almost  a fourth  larger  than  a year  earlier  and  30  percent  larger  than  average. 
Stocks  in  each  storage  position  were  estimated  above  January  a year  ago,  with  the 
farm  stocks  proportion  of  total  stocks  the  largest  of  record.  Farm  stocks  at  13.  0 
million  bushels  accounted  for  almost  54  percent  of  total  stocks  and  were  the 
second  largest  stocks  since  1944.  Off-farm  stocks  of  11.3  million  bushels  were 
14  percent  above  Jamuary  1,  1958  but  otherwise  the  smallest  since  1953,  Stocks 
at  interior  mills  and  elevators  were  the  third  largest  of  record  and  14  percent 
above  atocks  in  this  position  a year  ago.  Terminal  stocks  of  5.0  million  bushels 
were  11  percent  above  last  year  but  a third  less  than  average.  Holdings  in  CCC 
bins  were  above  last  year  but  still  relatively  small. 

Corn  stocks  in  all  storage  positions  January  1 at  3,  926  million  bushels  were  3 15 

million  above  a year  ago.  The  first-of-the-year  stocks  have  been  increasing 
annually  since  January  1952  and  are  now  two-thirds  larger  than  at  that  date.

Stocks  on  farms  at  Z,  696  million  bushels  were  9 percent  above  a year  ago  and 
stocks  in  Interior  Mill9  Elevators,  and  Warehouses  at  one-half  billion  were  up 
sharply.  Corn  in  terminals  and  in  CCC  owned  bins  was  near  the  level  of  a year 
ago.  Over  90  percent  of  the  grain  stored  in  off-farm  positions  was  owned  by  CCG 
About  5 percent  of  the  farm  stocks  was  resealed  grain  from  1955-57  crops  and 
nearly  the  same  quantity  of  the  1958  crop  had  already  been  placed  under  loan. 
Disappearance  of  corn  from  all  storage  positions  during  the  October- December 
quarter  at  986  million  bushels  was  195  million  higher  than  during  the  same 
quarter  a year  ago  largely  because  of  the  increased  livestock  numbers. 

Oat  stocks  on  January  1 totaled  I,  049  million  bushels-- 13  percent  above  a 
year  earlier  and  the  largest  January  1 stocks  since  1946,  Stocks  on  farms  at 
953  million  bushels  were  12  percent  above  a year  earlier  and  also  the  largest 
since  1946.  Stocks  in  off-farm  positions  at  96  million  were  22  percent  above 
January  1 a year  ago  and  second  only  to  the  January  I,  1956  stocks.  Oats  under 
loan  to  or  owned  by  CCC  totaled  almost  a tenth  of  total  stocks  compared  with 
about  6 percent  a year  earlier.  Disappearance  of  oats  during  the  last  3 months 
of  1958  amounted  to  286  million  bushels --about  a fourth  more  than  in  the  same 
quarter  of  1957. 

Barley  stocks  on  January  1 at  390  million  bushels  were  a record-high  for 
the  date  and  8 percent  above  the  previous  record  a year  earlier.  Farm  stocks 
at  225  million  and  total  off-farm  stocks  at  l64  million  bushels  were  also  both 
at  record-high  levels.  Stocks  under  loan  to  or  owned  by  CCC  were  40  percent 
of  the  total  stocks  this  year--about  the  same  percent  as  a year  ago.  Disappear- 
ance of  barley  in  the  October-December  quarter  of  1958  totaled  about  107 
million  bushels- -slightly  greater  than  the  same  quarter  of  1957, 

Sorghum  grain  holdings  in  all  storage  positions  January  1 are  estimated 
at  721  million  bushels --203  million  above  the  previous  record  a year  ago. 

About  194  million  bushels  were  on  farms  but  as  usual  most  was  in  commercial 
storage.  Only  a small  part  of  the  January  1 farm  stocks  were  under  CCC  loan. 
However,  of  the  528  million  bushels  in  off-farm  positions  about  55  percent  was 
Government  owned  and  an  additional  30  percent  was  under  Government  ware- 
house loan.  Disappearance  of  sorghum  grain  from  all  storage  positions  during 
the  September-December  quarter  was  203  million  bushels  compared  with  126 
million  the  same  quarter  a year  earlier.  This  unusually  large  disappearance 
reflects  a high  rate  of  feeding  the  huge  1958  crop. 

Soybean  stocks  of  469  million  bushels  in  all  storage  positions  on  January  1 
were  the  largeat  of  record  for  the  date  and  were  23  percent  above  a year  ago, 
the  previous  high.  Farm  terminal,  processors  and  mills,  elevator  and  ware- 
house stocks  were  all  above  January  1,  1958  and  record  large  for  the  date. 

Stocks  on  January  1 indicated  a disappearance  during  the  October-December 
quarter  of  126  million  bushels  fromaa  supply  of  595  million  bushels,  The  supply 
consisted  of  a carry-over  of  21  million  bushels  plus  the  1958  production  of  574 
million  bushels.  During  the  quarter,  lOl  million  bushels  were  processed  for 
oil  and  about  39  million  bushels  were  exported.

Flaxseed  stocks  in  all  storage  positions  on  January  1 totaled  30.  7 million 
bushels.  This  was  sharply  above  the  record  low  21.  8 million  bushels  on  hand 
a year  earlier.  Off-farm  stocks  of  14.  9 million  bushels  were  only  15  percent 
above  a year  ago  but  farm  stocks  were  78  percent  larger, 

January  1 stocks  indicate  a disappearance  during  the  half-year-- July- 
Pecember,  l958--of  17,6  million  bushels  from  the  supply  of  48.3  million 
bushels  (carry-over  of  8.  7 million  plus  1958  production  of  39.  6 million  bushels). 
Puring  the  period,  crushings  amounted  to  12,4  million  bushels  and  exports  amount- 
ed to  4.  6 million  bushels.  This  accounts  for  17.  0 million  bushels  and  does  not 
take  into  account  new  crop  flaxseed  processed  prior  to  July  1, 
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
